Services aud Crimes were properly icpatatcd and 
ed. 

Emulation therefore,or the Paflion of one Min co equal or ex- 
celanother, ought to beencouraged, wath chele cwo Reitrid: 
ons: Firft, that ao Maa, let bis Merit be what uc wil], thould 
take his owm Reward; Sccondly, That be thould have no 
more thas comes to his Share. Scipio, afterwards called 4- 
fricanus, was chofeu as che graatelt and beft Man in Rome, to 
invade the Territories of Certbege; aud he pertormed 1 wah 
great Glory to himisl aud great Emolument co his Country.
